Article 1.* 
To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


*The Town Meeting will be adjourned until Wednesday, the 
14th day of March 1979, at seven of the clock in the afternoon 
to act upon the remaining articles. 


Article 2. 

To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of 
the same. 


Article 3. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen and 
Treasurer to borrow money, when necessary, in anticipation of 
taxes. 


Article 4. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
administer or dispose of any real estate by public auction which 
has been acquired by the Town through Tax Collector’s deed. 


Article 5. 
To hear reports of any Official or Committee and take any 
action relating thereto. 


Article 6. | 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal 
from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provi- 
sions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 for use as 
set offs against budgeted appropriations for the following 


priority purposes and in amounts indicated, or take any other 
action hereon:

Article 7. 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,800. (one thousand eight hundred dollars) to contract with 
qualified independent public accounts to perform the audit of 
the town as required for recipient governments receiving 
$25,000 or more in Revenue Sharing Funds. 


Article 8. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $20,000 (twenty thousand dollars) to be used this year to re- 
build a town road and/or roads. This would be the second part 
of a second five-year plan to rebuild all roads needing such work

Somero sub-division off Temple Road. Two applications of road 
oil will be applied to the road this spring. This will be paid for 
by Arvi Somero. (by petition) 


Article 10. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $7,497. (seven thousand four hundred and ninety-seven dol- 
lars) to support the services of the Souhegan Valley Ambulance 
District Service. The Sum is based on a $3.50 per capita for- 
mula. 


Article 11. 

To see if the Town will vote to authorize a committee to fur- 
ther study the feasibility of a town owned and operated ambu- 
lance service. This study to be completed within twelve months 
of this meeting and a detailed report and recommendation by 
the committee be presented to the town. Further, to see if the 
town will vote to raise and appropriate an amount not to exceed 
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$300. (three hundred dollars) to defray administrative research, 
and consulting expenses of this ambulance study committee. 
(Submitted by the Ambulance Committee) 


Article 12. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $3,000. (three thousand dollars) for the training of Fire and 
Police Department personnel in emergency medical services 
and related first-response education. (Submitted by the Ambu- 
lance Committee) 


Article 13. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,500. (one thousand five hundred dollars) to purchase a 
moving radar for the Police Department, with 50% to be reim- 
bursed to the Town after purchase through a grant from the 
Highway Safety Agency, or take any action thereon. (Submit- 
ted by the Police Department) 


Article 14. 

To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of not 
more than two thousand dollars ($2,000.) to restore the roof on 
Union Hall and to authorize the withdrawal of this amount 
from Revenue Sharing Funds established under the provisions 
of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 or take action 
relative thereto. (Submitted by petition by Watatic Grange No. 
36) 


Article 15. 

To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,456.56 (one thousand four hundred fifty-six dollars and fifty- 
six cents) based on 68 cents per capita (population 2142) as the 
due share for the studies and operation of the Southwestern Re- 
gional Planning Commission. These funds will be used for fi- 
nancing the staff, operational expenses, planning studies, tech- 
nical assistance and other programs of the Commission. These 
funds may be used in conjunction with other State and Federal 
funds available for planning purposes. (Submitted by the Plan- 
ning Board) 


Article 16. 

To see if the Town will vote to become a member of the 
Southwestern Regional Planning Commission. The Commis- 
sion will have only the authority conferred on it by Chapter 36: 
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45-53 RSA 1955, and will be an advisory Commission to local 
governments in the region. (Submitted by the Planning Board) 


Article 17. 

To see if the Town will vote to change the Planning Board 
from a committee of five consisting of four planning board 
members and one Selectman to a committee of six planning 
board members elected by ballot and one Selectman. If this ar- 
ticle is accepted by the town, the ballot for 1980 would have 2 
for 3 year terms and one for a one year term. In following elec- 
tions the replacement seat would be 2 for 3 year terms. (Sub- 
mitted by the Planning Board) 


Article 18. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,000. (one thousand dollars) to reimburse Walter Somero, 
operator of the New Ipswich Landfill Dump, for excavation of 
trenches in the landfill to a depth of twelve feet deeper than re- 
quired by his contract with the Town for the year of 1979. By 
doing this additional excavation, an added 2,000 cubic yards of 
waste disposal area will be created in the existing site without 
expansion of the site. (Submitted by the Dump Committee) 


Article 19. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $2,100. (two thousand one hundred dollars) to be used to buy 
three portable radios. (Submitted by the Fire Department) 


Article 20. 

To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,500. (one thousand five hundred dollars) for four dry 
hydrants to be installed in the Town of New Ipswich. (Submit- 
ted by the Fire Department) 


Article 21. 

To see if the Town will raise and appropriate a sum of 
money, not to exceed $3,000. (three thousand dollars) to pur- 
chase 16 (sixteen) tires and tubes for the 1954 Ford Pumper and 
the 1957 Tanker or take any action thereon. (Submitted by the 
Fire Department) 
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Article 22. 

To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,680. (one thousand six hundred eighty dollars) to purchase 
500’ (five hundred feet) of 2-1/2’ (two and one half inch) and 
500’ (five hundred feet) of 1-1/2’’ (one and one half inch) hose 
that meets Fire Department specifications or take any action 
thereon. (Submitted by the Fire Department) 


Article 23. 

To see if the Town will change the method of staffing the 
Appeal Board from being appointed by the Board of Selectmen 
to being elected by the voters of the town. If this article is ac- 
cepted by the Town, the ballot for 1980 would have one mem- 
ber elected for a three year term, one for a two year term and 
one for a one year term. In following elections the replacement 
seat would be for a three year term. (by petition) 


Article 24. 

To see if the Town will change the method of describing the 
articles presented in the Town Warrant by including on a sepa- 
rate line, below the article, the source of the article using 
phrases such as: by the Board of Selectmen, by the Planning 
Board, by the Dump Committee or by petition. (by petition) 


Article 25. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $4,284 (four thousand two hundred eighty-four dollars) to 
support the services of the Monadnock Community Visiting 
Nurse Association, Inc. This sum is based on a $2.00 per capita 
formula. 


Article 26. : 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $428.00 (four hundred twenty-eight dollars) for the support 
of the Monadnock Region Association, or take any other action 
relating thereto. This sum is based on a $.20 (twenty cents) per 
capita formula. 


Article 27. 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $986.00 (nine hundred eighty-six dollars) to support the 
Monadnock Family and Mental Health Service. This sum is 
based on a $.50 (fifty cents) per capita formula.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


Nineteen hundred and seventy-eight has proved to be still 
another busy year for the Police Department. The department 
answered 1373 calls. 273 complaints were brought before the 
Peterborough District Court, including 52 DWI arrests, 24 nar- 
cotic violations and one rape. The department investigated 71 
motor vehicle accidents in comparison to 34 in 1977. The in- 
crease was contributed to the severe winter last year. 

An exhausting effort by the Highway Safety Committee to 
relieve a dangerous situation at the intersection of River Road, 
Ashby Road and Ashburnham Road came to an end with the 
State making constructional changes of this intersection. Since 
the changing of this intersection there have been no reports, to 
this department, of near accidents. 

The department received many complaints of speeding 
throughout the town. The department has tried to cover the 
areas of the speeding complaints through the use of radar but 
with minimal success. 

The Police Department has currently undertaken the tedi- 
ous job of trying to get the Highway Department of the State 
to improve safety features in the area of Central School. But as 
known dealing with the State is a long and drawn out pro- 
cedure. Hopefully we will win! 

This year is the second anniversary of our present cruiser. 
Due to its condition we feel that it will last a third year. The 
department will not be asking for a new cruiser this year. But 
with the increase in housing and the demand for more coverage 
the department is in need of a moving radar so that the bur- 
glary rate can be kept at a minimum by the movement of the 
patrols. In doing so we can still be effective in the enforcement 
of traffic laws. 

Hunter Safety Program was again sponsored this year for 
the youth of the town. The department wishes to thank Mr. 
Robert Thibault and Mr. George Leel, Jr. for their efforts with 
this program. 

Chief Brodley and the department wish to thank surroun- 
ding Police Departments and the State Police for their help and 
assistance in the time of need. Also the Town Highway Depart- 
ment, the Fire Department and the Board of Selectmen for their 
cooperation in the past year.

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NEW IPSWICH FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT - 1978 


The New Ipswich Fire Department is composed of 35 mem- 
bers who are on call 24 hours a day, 365 days a year. The pur- 
pose of the fire department is to save lives and protect property 
for the people of New Ipswich. The members of the department 
have given countless hours of their time and effort to prepare 
themselves to best carry out the responsibilities they have 
taken upon themselves by joining the department. 

During the last year, half of the department was enrolled in 
the 96-hour state fire fighter course under the direction of train- 
ing instructor Richard Hewitt, Jr. Upon final testing by the 
State of N.H. these members will be certified fire fighters with a 
knowledge of the latest skills and training available to any fire 
department in the state. To accomplish this, the members of 
the department have spent many hours drilling with our equip- 
ment and studying the latest methods available through class- 
room instruction and by attending state-sponsored training at 
the Meadowood training grounds. 

The Town of New Ipswich is growing in population. To en- 
able the department to serve the needs of a growing town, a 
substation has been opened at the sanitary landfill site in 
Wilder Village where one attack pump is located. 

The department has a directory of town residents to aid in 
dispatching equipment to a scene in as short a time as possible. 
Your help in keeping this up to date would be most appreciated. 
If you move or are new in town, please contact any member of 
the department and give him your name and the location of 
your residence. 

The department reminds you to please be careful with fire 
and observe good fire protection practice for your safety and 
well-being. In the event of a fire or suspected fire call the Fire 
Dispatch Center at 878-1611 immediately with as accurate a 
description as possible of the location and type of fire.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FOREST FIRE CHIEF AND 
YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


For more than 80 years, a cooperative effort between the 
State of New Hampshire and local forest fire authorities has 
created a forest fire prevention and suppression program that is 
recognized as superior throughout the United States. 

Since the first forest fire laws were written in 1895, the state 
and local community governments have worked together to 
prevent and combat forest fires. 

Today, 249 forest fire wardens and more than 1,800 deputy 
wardens are appointed every three years by the State Forester 
to work with the members of the State Forest Fire staff in this 
effort. State funds are used to pay one-half the cost of forest fire 
suppression costs incurred by local forest fire organizations, 
within pay rates established by the Governor and Council. 
State funds matched by local funds are used to purchase hand 
tools to suppress forest fires, to train local forest fire crews and 
in forest fire prevention work. 

All outside burning, when the ground is not covered with 
snow, is permitted only after obtaining a written fire permit 
from your local Forest Fire Warden. Penalty for burning with- 
out a permit when one is required is a misdeameanor punishable 
by a fine up to $1,000 or a jail term of up to one year or both.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


After becoming Road Agent in April I noticed three 
areas that needed attention: brush cutting, culvert cleaning 
and supplies for the garage. 

We started cleaning culverts this fall but were unable to fin- 
ish them all. We will finish them next year and start cleaning 
ditches. 

We cut a lot of roadside brush and started cutting limbs 
that hang in the road. Work must be continued in this area next 
year. 

The highway department has been doing many repairs and 
maintenance work on the equipment. To aid in doing this we 
purchased cutting torches and a welder. These tools have en- 
abled us to do a great deal of repair work which would have 
been costly if done elsewhere by someone else. 

The grader was sent to Chadwick-BaRoss this fall to have 
work done on it and should be in good shape for a few years. 

The following roads were worked on this year: Stowell 
Road, River Road, Appleton Road, Timbertop Road, and Fox 
Farm Road, with TRA being done on Temple Road. Fox Farm 
Road will be finished as soon as possible in the spring. 

The following roads were sealed this year: Willard Road, 
River Road, County Road, Playground Road, and Laurel 
Street. This is an expensive but necessary program. 

The increased building and traffic on roads which were pre- 
viously secluded puts more of a burden on the highway budget. 

This increase along with inflation can only mean an in- 
creased budget to accomplish the necessary work.

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY COMMITTEE 


The 1978 Town Meeting directed the Highway Committee 
to vote to require the Highway Committee to make a study of 
the Poor Farm and Binney Hill loop at the David Luhtala cor- 
ner and possible alternatives and report to the next Town 
Meeting (1979), and to appropriate a sum of money not to ex- 
ceed $200.00 to pay for an appraisal or other expert advice. 

The committee considered three (3) alternatives to the situ- 
ation at the David Luhtala corner: 

1. To maintain the road in its present location with repair or 
replacement of a culvert to divert drainage from Luhtala’s yard 
at a cost of approximately $300.00. 

2. To purchase approximately one-quarter acre with two 
sheds from Luhtala with the objective of relocating the road to 
eliminate the very sharp corner at the top of the hill. E. F. 
Greene & Associates appraised this land and buildings at 
$1,000.00. The total cost including road construction and the 
purchase of the property is estimated to be $6,000.00. 

3. Completely eliminate the steep hill and corner by re- 
locating the connection of Poor Farm Road on either side of 
David Luhtala’s corner to go via Kivela Road and Pratt Pond 
Road. Total cost of construction would be about $12,000.00. 
Poor Farm Road to the Luhtala property would still have to be 
maintained. 

In view of the cost differences the Highway Committee rec- 
ommends the first alternative with the monies to be allocated 
from the regular highway maintenance budget.

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ANNUAL REPORT 
NEW IPSWICH PLANNING BOARD .- 1978 


This year has proven to be one of sharp increases in building 
permits and subdivisions, approximately 8 percent as against 7 
percent of last year. As a result, continuing pressure was felt by 
the Planning Board resulting in a brief moritorium from De- 
cember to February 1, 1979 in the issuance of permits so that 
we could catch up with the work load and restructure our Sub- 
division Regulations. 

Statistics show an ever-increasing growth in the Town and, 
unfortunately our somewhat backward approach to its control 
just proves the need of a Master Plan wherein we would have a 
sure sense of direction towards future growth and controlling 
our present development. It is the sincere hope of the Board 
that the adoption of the required Articles for joining the South- 
western Regional Planning Commission will be forthcoming. So 
many of our neighboring towns now have or are working mem- 
bers -- Mason, Rindge, Keene, Dublin and Marlboro to name a 
few. Such a membership in the Commission would enable us to 
reap the benefits of professional, coordinated advice, and give 
us a broad approach to our future as well as just what immedi- 
ate action should be taken. It is only through comprehensive 
planning that we can develop worthwhile policies and establish 
realistic goals. Having a Master Plan will put our Town in the 
‘“‘driver’s seat’”’ so that its people will have a complete under- 
standing where their tax dollar is headed. 

It is estimated that, at today’s growth, within the next 30 
years the regional population increases will be: Salem - 300%, 
Nashua - 300%, Concord - 250%, Peterborough - 170% and 
Keene - 90%. (These figures were taken from “Guiding Growth - . 
A Handbook for N.H. Townspeople.) 

With inflation still on the rise, all operational costs will rise, 
resulting in higher taxes -- forcing the landowner to sell off 
acreage. It would behoove us as a People to know the most ex- 
peditious way of coping with these problems and thereby as- 
sure that our guardianship of our Town is the best possible. 
With the increased volume of work that comes before the Board 
at each meeting, it has been agreed to and decided that the sec- 
ond Friday of each month shall be an open meeting to the pub- 
lic when they may bring forth their matters of concern. 

If the voted approval is granted to increase the size of the 
Planning Board, the Board would be pleased to have any inter- 
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ested parties who have a genuine interest in serving as a Board 
member, join us at meetings. Sit with us and give us your views 
_until such time as you could run for the elected position your- 
self.

ANNUAL REPORT 


In 1977-78 the Trustees of The Souhegan Valley Ambulance 
Service, Inc. managed to hold the line on our charges to the 
Towns, even while we were up-grading our service in communi- 
cations and in training. We promised that, in spite of rising 
costs of emergency care, 1978-1979 would actually see a reduc- 
tion in our per capita tax. 

In 1978 we purchased a new ‘Lexington’? module ambu- 
lance on a Ford chassis for $30,130.00. To help pay for this new 
ambulance, we sold our old Cadillac (based in Greenville) for 
$5,000.00. Five similar ambulances were just sitting on the lot 
at the dealer’s from whom we bought our new module. As a 
trade-in the old Cadillac would have no value whatever, but as 
an outright sale, we made a good sum. 

Our two module-style ambulances should now allow us to 
renew our equipment without such large capital outlays. 

On March 15, 1979, we have decided that we would discon- 
tinue charges to individuals for use of the ambulance. Thus, the 
Service becomes in policy, what it has been in fact, for several 
years; a totally Community supported emergency care service. 

We do intend to ask individuals who have used the Service 
for a donation. We feel that we will make about the same 
amount on donations that we have made on billings -- and 
without the added expense. 


While this policy change has been approved by Selectmen 
and Budget Committees, we are sure that some people will feel 
that we are missing out on a very important revenue source. We 
found that billing users and insurance companies were costing 
us more in clerical services and postage than we were really 
making. However, since we are a Community volunteer group, 
any citizen of the Community who feels strongly about this 
policy may contact us to volunteer to do the billing. We will 
provide bills, postage, envelopes and our best wishes. We really 
do not expect any takers because this is just too big and com- 
plex a job. 

But, inspite of this policy change and in spite of our huge 
expenditure in new equipment, we are keeping our promise to 
reduce the per capita tax. We have reduced our charge by 
seventy-five (.75) cents, from $4.25 to $3.50. This makes us, by 
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far, the cheapest emergency Service in any of the four Towns in 
terms of per capita outlay. 

For this, we are indebted to the volunteer drivers and atten- 
dants who give so freely of themselves and their time for the 
benefit of their neighbors. If it were not for their devotion to 
emergency medical care, the costs would be too burdensome for 
any of us to bear. 

Weare constantly battling ever increasing maintenance and 
insurance costs and rising costs of fuel. But we do hope to con- 
tinue to deliver emergency medical care for the very least possi- 
ble dollar amount. We are pleased with our fiscal record and our 
ability to deliver what we promised. We are proud of the men 
and women who devote their time and skill to your care 
throughout the year. Thank you for your support and for 
allowing us to serve you.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
Carl E. Bowers 


We can look back at the 1977-78 School Year with pride at 
the progress we have made and the many highlights of that 
year. To name a few: 

Appleton Academy became Appleton Elementary School, 
housing grades five and six with an enrollment of 69 in grade 
five and 72 in grade six for a total enrollment of 141 girls and 
boys from Greenville, Mason, and New Ipswich. 

Our staff consisted of Bruce Jenkins, Nancy Kenney, Mary 
Letourneau, Mary Harte, Janet Kowalewski and Nicki Molnar 
as full time teachers. Harvey Kangas who graduated from Ap- 
pleton, served as our custodian. 

Robert Johnson, Supervising Elementary Principal, moved 
his office from Greenville Public to Appleton Elementary so as 
to be centrally located and to take advantage of larger facilities. 
This makes it more efficient for receiving school supplies in 
preparation for delivery to the other four elementary schools. 

Elaine Whitney, who has worked for the School District in 
many capacities, serves as Secretary. 

Appleton Elementary not only provided us with the needed 
classrooms, but saved the Mascenic District many dollars in 
new construction. 

During the year we continued working in formulating school 
Policies and Procedures. Our School Philosophy, which follows, 
was adopted on March 20, 1978. 

‘‘The Mascenic Regional School commits itself to the 
growth of thinking, socially aware, independent and respon- 
sible citizens. We seek to develop individuals who have the 
capacity for adapting, in a positive way, to challenging and 
changing situations that arise in a complex and rapidly 
changing society. 

We believe that an education that stresses the Basic Skills 
and that common reservoir of knowledge required of all Ameri- 
cans will develop and promote rational attitudes, intellectual 
growth and emotional perspectives. It is our belief that this ap- 
proach must emphasize academic excellence and the ideals of 
democratic commitment. 

We believe that a respect for learning is enhanced by a rig- 
orous and challenging curriculum that includes both new and 
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conventional methodology in the teaching of basic skills of 
Reading, Writing and Computation. Curiosity, objectivity, re- 
spect for evidence, and the ability to think critically and crea- 
tively will be the prime learning process. Coupled with empha- 
sis on the basic competencies, we encourage the development of 
coping and survival skills, attitudes, habits of mind, and the 
kinds of knowledge and understandings that will be a vehicle 
by which growth and life-long learning will be nutured.”’ 

We can say with pride that we have been implementing 
Public Law 94-142 in providing a free and appropriate educa- 
tion for all handicapped children. For several years we have had 
a number of children attending various schools that have been 
approved by the New Hampshire State Department of Educa- 
tion. Monies for these programs, appear in what we have called 
the 1400 Account or Transfer Account. The Special Education 
Consortium works cooperatively with each School District in 
the placement of our boys and girls who need this specialized 
instruction. 

All of our six schools have been surveyed for accessibility to 
the handicapped as required by the 504 Regulation, and the 
Architectural Barrier Free Design Code for the State of New 
Hampshire. 

The few highlights I have mentioned were made possible 
with the cooperation and work from the Principals and the 
School’s Staff. 

The Mascenic School Board has worked many hours with . 
the Administration in achieving these accomplishments and 
many others during the year. 

In conclusion, I wish to personally thank the School Board 
for their dedication, assistance, and support given to me during 
the year. Special appreciation goes to the Mascenic Community 
for their continued confidence in helping us to establish a school 
system that we can all be proud to support. 
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HEALTH REPORT FOR 1977-78 


It has been another busy year for the elementary school nurse! 
First grade enrollment seems to be continually growing in our three 
towns. A total of one hundred four students entered the first grade. 

In October Dr. Robert Wellwood completed all the fourth 
grade physicals. The Dental Program which is sponsored by all the 
school clubs had about a 70% participation in the cleaning and 
fluoride treatment. A marked improvement of individual dental 
care was noted and students seem to be much more aware of the 
importance of good dental care. Dr. Fred Giaimo from New 
Ipswich visited each first grade giving them individual instruction 
in tooth brushing. At that time a nutritional program with special 
‘‘Snack Day’’ was shared with each first grader. Snack Day gave us 
the opportunity to introduce new types of food and basic good 
nutrition through easy preparation. 

Immunization clinics for this area were held at different schools 
during January and March with a record number of two hundred 
eighty-five children receiving the much needed boosters. 

The Growth and Development Program for the fourth and fifth 
grades was extended to include the sixth graders at Appleton 
Elementary School. Routine eye and ear testing were completed on 
all third and sixth graders; home visits within the community were 
made, first-aid care of injured students continues to be a primary 
duty of the school nurse. Along with my attending workshops and 
conferences within the state, I am also a member of the Pupil 
Personnel team for the Mascenic District Elementary Schools. 

I would like to extend my gratitude to all the people who helped 
me with the various programs. Without their assistance, these pro- 
grams would not have been as effective.
